Charges allege violations of Social Security Privacy Act

Grayling City Manager David A, 
Thayer was arrested last week for 
allegedly violating the state's Social 
Security Privacy Act after the Social 
Security numbers of two dozen peo- 
ple ended up in the hands of a city 


‘ councilmember, 


County Sheriff Kirk A. Wakefield 
said Thayer was arrested on a 24- 
count misdemeanor on Thursday, 
February 11, 2010. 

Thayer’s arrest comes after a two- 


month investigation of several 
alleged violations of the Social 
Security Number Privacy Act law, 
Wakefield said. 

Crawford County Prosecutor 
Everette “Trey” Ayers issued the 
warrant for Thayer, who was arrest- 


ed and charged with 24 counts of 


disseminating confidential informa- 
tion to a member of the public with- 
out permission to do so, Wakefield 
said. Each of the charges carries up 
to 93 days in jail and/or $1,000 fine, 
if convicted. 


According to the state’s Social 
Security Privacy Act, a violation of 
the act occurs when someone 
“knowingly and intentionally” 
releases more than four sequential 
numbers from a person’s Social 
Security number to another party. 

The charges Thayer faces stem 
from a background check completed 
on Grayling City Council candi- 
dates, who took office in November. 
Karl Schreiner, the former Grayling 
City Police Chief, and Karl 
DeVries, a former yl City 


Patrolman, took the oath of office to 
serve on the Grayling City Council 
on Nov. 9. Dee Maybury, who ran 
unopposed to fill an un-expired term 
on the city council, did not take the 
oath of office that night because it 
was determined that she had not 
paid the city’s income tax for four 
years while she has lived in the city. 
Maybury and her family have lived 
in the city almost six years. 

As steps were taken to clear up 
the issue, Maybury was given tax

Beware of phony charitable appeals 


It is as regular as clock- 
work. Within days of any 
large scale tragedy, scam- 
mers come out of the wood- 
work to take advantage of 
Americans eagerness to pro- 
vide relief to the victims. 

In the wake of the earth- 
quake in Haiti, contributions 
to help survivors are being 
solicited by many groups, 
but not all are legitimate. 
Wakefield warns 
donors to make certain the 
charity they send their hard- 
earned money to is properly 
registered with appropriate 
government agencies, that is 
describes exactly what it 
will do to address the needs 
of victims and that is is will- 
ing to provide written infor- 
mation about its finances 
and programs. 

In addition to checking 


with the Attorney General of | 


Betler Business Bureau, 
donors should consider the 
following lips from 


Crawford County Sheriff. 


Kirk Wakefield when giving 
in the wake a tragedy or dis- 
aster, 

Be wary of appeals, 
which are long on emotion 
but short on facts describing 
what the charity will do to 
address the needs of victims 
and families. 
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If you contribute, do not 
give cash. Make a check of 
money order out to the name 
of the charitable organiza- 
tion, not to the individual 
collecting the donation. 

If you decide to contribute 
online, find out more about 
the charity before making a 
contribution and be aware of 
red flags. For example, 
some charities imitate the 
name and style of a well- 
known organization in order 
to confuse people. Also, 
when clicking on the line to 
“donate” look at the organi- 
zations URL in the browser 
window. Exercise caution 
of the domain name is hid- 
den, is not familiar to you or 
is not the same as the one 
stated in the text of the link. 

Watch out for excessive 
pressure for on-the-spot 
donations. Be wary of 
requests to send a “runner” 
to pick up your contribution, 

Do not give your credit 
card number or other per- 
sonal information to a tele- 
phone solicitor or in 
response to an email solic- 
itation, Ask the caller or 
sender to provide you with 
written information on the 
charity’s programs and 
finances. 

Do not hesitate to ask for 


written information, which 
describes the charity’s pro- 
gram(s) and finances such 
as the charity’s latest annu- 
al report and financial state- 
ments, Even newly created 
organizations should have 


some basic information . 


available. 

Be wary of charities that 
are reluctant to answer rea- 
sonable questions about 
their operations, finances 
and programs. Ask how 
much of your gift will be 
used for the actively men- 
tioned in the appeal and how 
much will go toward other 
programs and administrative 
and fund-raising costs. 

See if the charity’s appeal 
explains what the charity 
intends to do with any 
excess contributions 
remaining after they have 
fully funded the disaster 
relief activities mentioned in 
solicitations.

Snowbirds need to be counted 


The 2010 Census is just 
around the corner and those 
of you heading south need 
to know how to be counted 
as a Michigan resident. 

Being counted as a 
Michigan resident helps 
ensure that our state 
receives the appropriate 
amount of federal funding. 
The 2010 Census distrib- 
uted in February and March 
will be used to determine 


’ the amount of funding state 


and local governments 
receive to provide roads, 
transportation, — schools, 
businesses and other ser- 
vices, such as those for the 
elderly. 

What happens if you 
aren't counted? Michigan 
stands to lose not only 
funding, but representation 
in Washington D.C. as well. 
In fact, following the 2000 
Census, redistricting based 
on population caused 
Michigan to lose one con- 
gressman on Capitol Hiil. 
That’s one less person 
working to bring support 
for Michigan programs and 
advocating for the needs of 
our citizens. Each person 
who identifies Michigan as 
his or her state of perma- 
nent residence will bring 
more than $1,000 in federal 
funding to the state each 
year, 

The census form may 
confuse snowbirds. It is 
supposed to secure infor- 
mation about people who 
live in the state most of the 
year (six months or more), 


However, the form only 
asks residents to list who is 
living at their address on 
April 1, 2010. Since most 
snowbirds are residing in 
their southern residence on 
April 1, they may complete 
the census form for their 
southern residence, rather 
than in Michigan. This 
results in the person being 
improperly counted as a 
southern state resident, 
even though they reside in 
Michigan for six months or 
more each year. 

If you are going south for 
a few months or even a few 
weeks, here’s how you can 
be. counted as a Michigan 
resident: 

|. If you receive a Census 
Questionnaire at your win- 
ter residence (and you 
spend less than six months 
there each year), you are 
encouraged to indicate on 
the form Usual Residence 
Elsewhere and return the 
form. Do not fill out any 
information. 

2. When you return to 
Michigan after April 1, 
complete the Census 
Questionnaire that awaits 
you at your permanent resi- 
dence and return the form. 

3. After April 15 or if 
you don’t find a question- 
naire, wait for a census 
taker to come to your door. 

Remember, services you 
depend on could be reduced 
if Michigan residents are 
counted as residents of 
another state.

We were reminded in 
Romans {1:1 that God had not 
cast away his people Israel, 
because Paul was a leading 
Jew of his day and God saved 


him. “II say then, Hath God 
cast away his people? God for- 
bid. For I also am an Israelite,

of drought and famine. Later 
he prayed and broughi rain. 
God fed Elijah miraculously 
using ravens, a starving widow 
woman, and an angel during 
his days of hunger.

Grayling grad ready to 
spread Peace Corps message

the first of their five daily 
prayers. She then received 
her water for the day, which 
she paid for and stored in a 
clay pot. 

Pilon said the people 
walked around the village, 
greeting each other and 
inquiring about every aspect 
of each other’s lives. 

“People are just so friend- 
ly and open to having a 
complete stranger in their 
village so it was really won- 
derful that way,” Pilon said. 

Nearly all the villagers in 
Niger are subsistence farm- 
ers, Pilon said. The main 
crops are millet and 
sorghum, both of which are 
stored in granaries and 
pounded, by hand, to make 
the porridge that is the sta- 
ple of people’s diet. Some 
cash crops are onions, 
peanuts, tomatoes, sesame 
seeds and rice. Pilon said 
Niger is a very hot country, 
ranging from 75 degrees 
during the winter to 120 
degrees during the dreaded 
“hot season.” Livestock 
includes goats, sheep, cows 
and chickens. 

As an environmental vol- 
unteer, Pilon taught people 
how to improve their crops 
by improving soil quality. 
She showed them how to 
prevent erosion, stem the 
spread of the Sahara Desert, 
which is in northern Niger, 
and started mango tree 
orchards. 

She taught children how 
to geminate seeds and 
assemble a mixture of 
manure, clay and dirt to 
plant seedlings. 

“It seems like a really 
basic thing for us to know 

that, but people in other 
countries don’t have the 
education and just don’t 
know those things,” Pilon 


said. “I had fun working 
with the kids.” — 


Pilon painted a world 
map, a map of Africa, a map 
of Niger and the Niger flag 
on the wall of a new prima- 
ry school. She said most 
village people have no idea 
where other countries arc 
and many people thought 
France and America were 
the same place. 

Pilon worked with a 
group of 22 women in the 
village on a garden project. 
They also pooled their 
funds, which allowed them 
to take out small loans for 
doctors appointments and 


medicine for children. The 
women were eventually 
encouraged to use their 
funds to buy livestock. As 
with many Peace Corps pro- 
jects, some woman had suc- 
cess and cthers did not 
because of changing market 
conditions when they sold 
their tivestock. 

Improving a water well, 
which involved villagers 
digging out buckets of dirt 
and pulling them to the sur- 
face, was one of the most 
significant projects Pilon 
spearheaded, 

“Everyone was excited 
and motivated to fix the 
well and now it is deep 
enough for everybody to 
have clean water,” Pilon 
said. 

On a more personal pro- 
ject, Pilon leant her camera 
to a man in the village so he 
could take portraits of peo- 
ple. She said women in the 
village were too apprehen- 
sive to go to a studio in a 
nearby village to pose for a 
portrait. 

Pilon recently sent the 
man his own camera to sup- 
port his livelihood. 

“T bought him a camera 
here in the states and now 
it’s on its way over there,” 
Pilon said. “It’s an income 
generating thing for him 
because the whole village is 
almost entirely illiterate.” 

Life in Niger was not all 
work and no play. Pilon had 
the chance to spend time 
with nomadic cattle herders 
in the Sahel, an ecoclimatic 
and biogeographic zone of 
transition between the 
Sahara desert in the north 
and the Sudanian savannas 
in the south, which stretches 
across the north of the 
African continent between 
the Atlantic Ocean and the 
Red Sea. She attended a 


male beauty pageant — 


called Geerwol, saw a coun- 
try-wide wrestling match, 
which js the national sport, 
and took a trip to surround- 
ing countries of Burkina 


Faso, Ghana, Togo and 
Benin. 
Unfortunately, — Pilon’s 


Peace Corps mission was 
cut a month short when Al- 
Qaeda operatives had 
moved into the region for a 
potential kidnapping. Pilon 
said all Americans were 
required by the USS. 
Embassy to relocale to a 
Peace Corps hostel, a place 
where volunteers could visit

or rest, during their mis- 
sions. Pilon said she felt 
safer in the village then 
being amongst 25 
Americans in one location if 
the terrorists carried out the 
kidnapping. Eventuaily, 
armed guards were called in 
to protect the Peace Corps 
volunteers before they left 
West Africa five days later. 

Pilon has been able to 
keep in contact with the 
people in Niger through use 
of cellular phones capable 
of communicating across 
the globe. 

“They pass the phone 
around to the women and 
the kids and it’s really neat,” 
she said. “I’m really lucky 
that I can stay in touch.” 

Pilon’s fife is now in 
limbo after returning to 
Grayling. She is spending 
lime with her family and 
working at the Grayling K- 
Mart. 

Pilon has applied for a job 
to serve as a Peace Corps. 
recruiter, 


and universities, and edu- 
cate people about the Peace 
Corps. She is also consider- 
ing attending the Culinary 
Institute of America to 
become a pastry chef. 

Pilon has not ruled out 
another overseas mission 
with the Peace Corps, but 
said bouts with stomach 1I- 
ness due to dnnking dirty 
water and learning another 
language are challenges she 
would face. 

“T don’t know if T want to 
go through all of that again, 
but we'll see,” she said.

Deputies went to the resi- 
dence, made contact with 
the homeowner, who stated 
that his house had just been 
broken into.

“J cannot conceive why 
anybody who has reviewed 
the interviews of these three 
individuals believes that 
there was a violation of this 
act,” Thayer said. “I don’t 
know what motivates any- 
one to bring these allega- 
tions.” 

“I feel that once | have 
my day in court I will be 
fully exonerated of these 
charges,” Thayer added. 

Thayer said that Grayling 
City Police Chief Doug 
Baum sent a {etter to the 24 
people whose — Social 
Security numbers were 
released in an effort to 
address the issue. Ayers sent 
a letter to the same people, 
telling them that their Social 
Security numbers, were 
jeopardized. 

Thayer said he has per- 
sonally spoken to most city 
council members last weck 
about his arrest, and 
Schreiner was expected to 
contact others he could not 
reach. Schreiner said he had 
not seen the paperwork 
regarding the investigation, 
referred calls to Brabant and 
otherwise had no comment 
regarding the issue. 

Brabant said he has filed 
an appearance to represent 
Thayer in the case, but had 
not had a chance to see 
police reports. 

“My take on it, if was an 
inadvertent mistake,” 
Brabant said, “It wasn't pub- 
lished. It was only given to 
one person — a councilper- 
son elect and that’s as far as 
it went. I don't see where 
there was a crime.” 

“Politics are politics and 
it’s easy to make enemies 
when you're trying to do 
things,” Brabant added,
